him with conspiracy to com- 
mit pimping and pandering 
in connection with an inter- 
national prostitution ring 
origlinating in Taiwan. He 
was accompanied by his 
attorney.

Keep Their Enthusiasm High

The rigors of bllingual teachling 
have created a speclal breed of true 
believers like Welch and Singh.

There are Some 13;000 bilingual 
Instructors in _ California，making 
Up just Seven percent of the state'?s 
teacher work force. Their target 1s 
the half maillion children in Cali- 
fornia's public schools 一 roughly 
one Student in eight 一 who are 
Slowed in regular classes because 
of thelir Dimited English. 

Their efforts remain at the cen- 
ter of a controversy that began in 
the early 1970s when the federal 
government frst ordered schools 
to provlde Special asslstance to Stu- 
dents with a“language barrier.2” 
工 he “what” and “how”of the 
asslstance Was not clearly spelled 
ouUt，whlch led to the creation of 
program Imodels So diverse that 

evaluating which works best be- 
came diffcult. 

But now that a widely recog- 
nlized model has been worked out， 
one that combines intensive Eng- 
lish language instruction with the 
teaching of other subjects in the 
Student's frstlanguage, the contro- 
VerSy ls as Strong as eVer. 

Terry Martinez, a consultant in 
the Bilingual Education Offce of 
the Caljlifornila State Department of 


Education, says that when she Vis- 
its Schools, she often senses an “us 
against them” feeling dividing bi- 
lingual and regular program teach- 
ers， Bilingual teachers Say their 
colleagues often conslder them po- 
litical fanatics. In areas where the 
number of immigrant Students has 
grown, many regular teachers per- 
celve the need for Special bllingual 
qualifications as a threat to their 
job Securlty. 

Some bllingual teachers Say they 
Wish thelr Unlons were more ag- 
gresslive In promoting the Program 
and pushing for added pay for 
teachers with extra credentials and 
duties. Others have come to real- 
ize that no one ls more likely to 
Promote thelr cause more aggres- 
Sively than themselves. 

David Fernandez，Ppresident of 
the Alum Rock Education Associ- 
ation, a unlon local in heavily His- 
panic San Jose,，Calif., 1s one who 
Urges teachers to _ become more 
Vocal，but admits,“for any Pro- 
gram to truly Succeed，1lt needs

LACK SUPPORT 

And if there's one thing blilin- 
gual teachers say they lack,， lt ls 
SUPPport from the top. One teacher 
Says lts hard to keep her SPlirlts up 
when she comes home from a tir- 
ing day at School and turns on the 
工 V, only to see Secretary of Edu- 
cation William Bennett denounc- 
ing bllingual education to 20 or 30 
maillljon Americans. 

Recently,， California bllingual 
educators lost out to State Super- 
intendent of Schools Bill Honig 
oOVer the issue of “reclassifcation 2 
aylng districts needed more fiexi- 
bility，Honlg changed the rules to 
Imake it easler for schools to move 
students out of bllingual programs. 
Bilingual educators had strongly 
protested the change, warning that 
if students with limited English 
were "Submerged” in regular classes 
only an exceptional few would 
Swlim while the rest would sink. 

While polls show that public 
opinlon ls against them，teachers 
fnd encouragementin Private Suc- 
cesses and in a growing body of 
studies that Say they:?re on track.

SAN FRANCISCO - With a 


vote of 4 to 3，the board of . 


education approved a 9$90,000 
per year contract for San 
Jose Superintendent Ramon 
Cortines to head the schools 
here. 

The dissenting votes were 
from board members Ben 
Tom，Richard 'Cerbatos and 
Sodonia Wilson. Each of the 
three Said at the emotionally 
charged School board meeting 
on May 6 that they favored 
hiring St.， Loulis Superinten- 
dent Jerome Jones， who is 
Black. However，before they 
cast their vote，they each 
welcomed Cortines to the 
School district and said they 
looked forward to working 
with him. 

Tom said，"I _ believe Mr. 
Cortines is an excellent 
candidate for superintendent." 

His dissenting vote， he 
Said，"iS not a negative vote 
to Mr. Cortines，but the event 
of the Selection process.” 

Last week，the board mem- 
bers made an agreement that 
the _ Selection of the Superin- 
tendent must be based on a 
vote of SS to 2 or acting 
Superintendent Carlos Cornejo 
could be retained as the 
district"s Superintendent. 

Tom，who opposed retain- 
ing Cornejo， subsequently 
voted for Cortines， The 
folliowing day，he said he 
wanted to recall his vote and 
cast it for Jones. The-major- 
ity of the board members 
Said Tom could not recast his 
vote Since Cortines was 
already notified of his selec- 
tion and that contract nego- 
tiations had already begun. 

Before casting her vote， 
Wilson Said，"I find it strange 
that a majority of the board 
wouldn't allow a collegue to 
change a vote.” She said the 
Selection process "was not 
clean and open." 

Infuriated with the Selec- 
tion Of Cortines，Rev，Amos 
Brown，a leader in the black 
community who 
groups in favor of candidate 
Jones， said - a coalition of 
multi-ethnic and multi-social 
groups has already begun to 
organize 3a campaign to 
remove members of the board 
in November's election. 

"No more will the Black 
community and other minori- 
ties _ take this from any of 
you,”he Said.

SAN FRANCISCO - From ear- 
liest times，the Chinese ， artistic 
Jmpulse has served asapotentforce 
in the creation of a wide range of 
art forms. From early clay pottery 
to cast bronZze Vessels and jade carv- 
ngs，from expressive calligraphy 
uand painting to various metalwork 
and Buddhism-inspired sculpture， 
the arts occupied an integral part 
of the culture of the Chinese 
people. 
To show the entire scope of 
China's arts would be impossible. 
The frameis too big. But intent on 
Presenting “just a little of every- 
thing”to the public, the Chinese 
Cultural Center of San Francisco 
has mounted “A Matter of Taste: 
Selected Chinese Art from Cali- 
fornia Collections;”which runs 
through May 31.

Figures in the exhibition include 
Imythological and religious fgures， 
traditional heroes and heroines, be- 
loved characters from folk opera 
and jliterature，as well as people 
from ordinary walks of life， In 
Cantonese households, many Shi- 
wans have rellglous signifcance 
and are believed to bring good 
luck，while others are there for 
decorative pPUrposes or as amusing 
toys for children. 


，、Also in the exhibition are sam- 
Ples of Yixing stonewares, made of 
the most malleable clay and noted 
for the variety of their surface tex- 
tures, interesting shapes and modes 
of decoration. Since the late 
Ming dynasty(1368-1644),Yixing， 
a_ county of Jiangsu province in 
eastern China，has been famed 
for its pottery,， particularly its tea- 
pots whlich are Prized fof being 
able to retalin the taste，color and 
aroma of tea leaves. 

Though the Yixing exhiblt col- 
lection consists malinly of various 
kinds of teapots，there are also 
objects Simulating natural forms， 
like the bamboo-shoot water drop- 
per and the peach cup，as well 
as other wares like Snuff bottles， 
Vases，alms bowls，and even ob- 
jects from the scholar's desks, like 
the sklllfully conceived bamboo- 


brush container An interesting， 
and for archaeologists, helpful fea- 
ture of Yixing wares is that most 
are Signed by the creator 一 unlike 
other Chinese pottery. Often，the 
Dames are Substantiated by bio- 
graphical data in the Chinese texts， 
thereby providing vital historical 
and documentary evidence， 


POPULAR 

One section drawing many view- 
ers ls the“Decorative Art Objects?” 
一 a SoOrt of “catch-all”term for 
varlous Visually pleasing items 
Whose materials，Strassberg men- 
toned,“embody specific intrinsic 
qualities whlich the artisans Sought 
to helghten through the appropri- 
ate cholces and execution of de- 
Sign” Thus, among materials used 
Singly for these objects were ivory 


(Crarity，Smoothness，and tone7)， 


bronze (antiqulty，solidity，and 
permanence”)，enamel (which al- 
lowed colorful designs of great in- 
tricacy)，frewood (“sense of pris- 
tine nature”) and the widely used 
Soapstone (which closely resembled 
the expenslive 1VOrVY or jade). 

It js，however jade or yx which 
continues to be most revered by 
artisans and collectors alike. In a 
recent Culture Center-sponsored 
lecture on this hard stone，Dr. 
Strassberg said:“In China, jade is 
valued more than goldor any other 
Preclous materlal，and came to 
Slgnjify ldeal qualities of virtue， 
beauty, puUrity and perfection. Chi- 
nese jade 一 mostly of the nephrite 
variety 一 has _ been fashioned into 
Varlous objects for use in state- 
craft，cult rituals and alchemy，as 
well as for Interlor decorative PUTr- 
Poses and jewelry.”
